Aside from the Investigation by the

Cor^ra'tion Counsel Silverman has em- 
ployed constables In the law department 
to make .•secret inquiry about numerous 
recipients, regarded as suspicious, 
chosen at random from the large list 
of such cases.

Asked if visitors from the welfare de-

This cjise is reported to be typical of 
the discoveries of the law department 
investigators. 

Another element in the situation con-

cipients who receive money without in- 
dicating any addve:;3. In many othei 
«ases recipients can not he found n' 
the addi'esses at whlcii they are listef 
and in some instances residents havi 
declared that they never heard of thi 
persons claiming to live i,. their homes

W HAT POLICE FOUND 

A reopening of the entire ques- 
tion of alleged fraud in city wel- 
fare, investigated last year by the 
police department, was expected to 
follow Acting Mayor McGrath's ac- 
tion. 

At that time, claims of Police 
Commr. Hultman that over 2S per 
cent of claims for aid were fraud- 
ulent were refuted by both the 
Welfare department and Mayor 
Curley. 

Thousands of cases were investi- 
gated by patrolmen, under direc- 
tion of the late Deputy Supt 
Thomas P. Goodc, who waa placed 
in charge of the probe by Hultman. 
The police commissioner for-waLrdod 
reports to the mayor on hundreds 
of individual cases, hut very few 
were prosecuted. 

In defending the welfare depart- 
ment and ordering the police to 
cease their probe, Mayor Curley 
declared it was to be expected that 
a Certain amount of fraud wag 
bound to exist in the thousands oi;

A.'f- 
ing Mayor McOrath was one of the ?itv 
council sponsors of the investlRatlon and 
has followed It closely since it startcJ 
Director Halfe reports that the police 
listing cards indicate many non-existing: 
recipients of public aid. hut he h;i? re- 
ceived police cards only ti|) to the i -;d of 
last year. 

When Mv. HallV rcDorted the first of 
his findings. Corporation Coniisel .Sdver- 
rnan took a ilo/.en cards for an iiidepriid- 
ent iiive.sti.iiation. He found eifrhl of the 
recipients of public aid actually living 
at the address Riven, dwpite tlie police 
reixirt of In.-ihlllty to locate them. Tivo 
or three of the persons named had moved 
from the adilresses the police had on file 
and one or more cases were suspicious. 
[ On another occa.sion tlie corporation 
counsel, Ufin^ the constal>les of the de- 
partment, look .seventy-five cards that 
were oinin to susi>lcion in the statl.stlcs 
department, based on police listing. In 
. one case the man h.ad been dead for six 
year.s, but the public aid w.is hehu; en 
tinned to his widow and .six children on 
the iirlcinal n.ur.e. In inanv cases llie 
law department found that the rei-iiiienis 
a<'tually could not write and were slRn- 
iufx their u'cekly slips by cros.ses. The 
department found no case where the 
li.sted recipient was not Kettlnsr the aid 
under wliich he wan scheduled, but there 
nere ci'rtain cases that needed further 
explanation. 

"Theie ma.y Iw thre^ thousand cases of 
jiublii' aid which failed to t>e i-ecorded hy 
the police." Mr. .Silverman said today,

I One of the disturbing things about 
I the present controversy between the 
district attorney's office and that of 
the police commissioner of tlie city of 
Boston is that both officials are able 
to wield enormous undercover and 
secret forces with which to whack each 
other over the head. 

There is a good deal of doubt In 
editorial offices as to the public's real 
interest in the latest duel of words lx»- 
tween the forces of Mayor Curley and 
the ixiliro commissioner. But any 
newspaper, if it is worth its salt, will 
scent in the exchanges that have been 
going on the brewing of a fine political 
and official row which if. is in duty 
bound to follow from day to day al- 
though the actual movement of events 
may be slow. 

To a good many people it will seem 
^ as If the whole row is a case of the 
I pot calling the kettle black. There is 
no really significant f.ict which suffi- 
ciently damns either the police depart- 
ment or the district attorney's office 
but there is a general atmo.'pherc about 
both which might be distinctly Im- 
proved. The layman, or the reporter 
for that matter, cannot be expected to 
lay his finger directly on the sore spot 
and .say that this, that or the otl'(cr 
thing is the matter. All the public 
knows, or cares about, is that there is 
a slightly unplea.snnt odor In the air 
land if both Mr. Foley and Mr. Hultman 
took their coats off. rolled up their 
sleeves and got to work in earnest both 
departments of o\ir law enforcing 
structure would be better off.

gether. In legal circles they are re- 
garded nothing more than the tool of 
the reigning district attorney and an 
expensive system at that. Many judges 
and many lawyers, If they had a little 
more confidence in the calibre of men 
who are elected to the district attor- 
ney's office, would much prefer to re- 
vert to the English system where the 
magistrate, or in this case the district 
attorney, returns an Information 
against those parties against whom he 
would be prepared to proceed.

our legal friends are prcparcfKi lo meet 
the criticism that this procedure would 
place too much authority in the hands 
of liic pro.seculing agent. They are 
ready to admit this, but counter that 
inasmuch as the grand juries are com- 
monly wholly in the hands of the dis- 
trict attorneys there would not b6 
much difference in the long nm. There 
is, of course, the brake wiiich a good 
Jury with an intelligent foreman can 
apply to any reckless dlstrici attorney 
but there is also the countei'part of 
this where a good district attorney may 
not be able to apply the brake;- to a 
rotten grand Jury. 

'' No estimates have been made, to far 
as I know, of what would be the annuil 
saving to the commonwealth if grand 
juries were alxilblied; but it would run 
into the millions of dollars. The 
chances arc that if grand .juries were 
abolished the calibre of our district 
attorneys would improve. The publia 
would insist on the character and In- 

. tegrlty of the men it honored to elect. 

I This statement does not soem far- 
fetched when we survey the counties of 
Massachusetts and see the men who 
now hold office. Practically without ex- 
ception they arc men of the fVnest typa 
who could be relied upon to pcrfoiin 
their duties in a highly satisfactory 
manner If they had no grand juries to 
present their cases to, but acted solely 
on their owii information. 

Here in Suffolk county we have .seen 
many accusations hurled at the police 
department and it has .seemed as if all 
of them liad be^-n bru.shed aside with 
the excuse that there were or art 
political motives behind the attack. But 
in each case, it has seemed to me, then 
ha.s been enough justification in th« 
criticism to warrant the police depart- 
ment to shake it.scli up a bit and lool 
itself over In r.o.me endeavor at Irr,- 
provement.

adminisiration. That may be so. Bui 
there is also the chance that in being 
appointed to office he filled the bill at 
the moment, solved a multitude ol 
political difficulties, and can no mor« 
than the rest of us afford to rest on hl« 
laurels.

When an investigation is made 
by imiwrtial bodies the finding In- 
variably seems to be confus!ngl> Inter- 
iwined with politicians, tricky lawyers, 
and the standard of efficiency of prose- 
cuting ofl^cers. 

After all, what the public Is Interested 
in luuay is that Mr. Hultman's police 
department should bring in the gang- 
sters and that Mr. Foley's office sJbould 
pro.secutc tliem in such fashion that 
they will be put In retirement for a 
number of years. If the controversy Is 
merely ixilitics it is a disanpolnting 
start to the mayoralty campaign.

NEW ANGLE TO 
WELFARE STUDY 

Crosses Made for Names of 
100 on Voting List 

The. <heckup of the activities of the 
Public Welfare Uepartment of the city 
took on a new aspet today when It 
was Indiated that more than 100 names 
of aid recipients who sign their names 
to the weekly welfare roll by marking 
a cross are on the voting list. 

It was pointed out ih the Mayor's 
office that if the recipient is on the 
voting list, the registration require. 
ment is that he be able to read and 
write and that his ability to read and 
write is tested at the time his name 
goes on the voting list. 

The question now arise.: as to how 
the "mark cross" recipients came to 
he, on voting lists if they osnnnt .ilgn 
their own names; nr if they can sign 
their own names, why they mark 
crosses on the city welfare roll. 

It is now not unlikely that the elec- 
tion department will hn asked In ex- 
plain how these names came to bo oni 
their rolls, since the Welfare DepurUl 
ment Indicates that they cannot slpn 
their own names. 

Acting .Mayor Mcrirnth I.' pr-pared 
to present iiregiilnrities tn welfare 
cases tomorrow afiornoon to Chairman 
.Simon Hecht of the Board of Overseers 
iind Secretary Waiter V. McCarthy of 
the Welfare Department. The irreg;u- 
larities have turned up in the clerical 
investigation at City Hall and in the 
separation of welfare, cases Into wards 
and precincts.

Some of the visitors are said to 
be temperamentally unfit for their 
■work and to have had their own 
sense of self importance swollen by 
4 he fact they practically hold the 
power of life and death over the 
needy. 

There are charges of deliberate 
persecution of welfare seekers, of 
visitors arbitrarily giving the needy 
smaller sums than those to which 
they an entitled, and of visitors 
deliberately asslEnine men unfit for 
heavy work to arduous ta-nVs with 
the public works department.

Selai-y reduction measures affecting 
state, county and city of Boston em- 
ployes would cease to operate after Aug. 
31 of this year, under the tenns of a 
bill filed in the Legislature yesterday 
by Representatives Alexander F. Sulli- 
van of East Boston and Daniel J. O'- 
Connell of Hoxbury. 

Tlie bill will be given a hearing by 
the rules committee this afternoon on 
the question of admittance for formal 
consideration by tho Legislature. Salary 
cuts for state ofHcials and employes 
went into effect A.pril 1 and are 
scheduled to continue to Nov. 30, ISSt 
exceot that in the ca.^ of legislatora 
the reductions are effective throughout 
|thls year and next. Coimty pay cuts, 
except In Suffolk, went Into effect lor 
a similar period, while those in BotttotI 
and Suffolk county officials and «ail» 
ployes, under the provisions of an act 
passed late this spring, would continue 
through thi-> year at least, and in the 
discretion of the mayor to be elected in 
the fall could be continued tlirough next 
year if deemed necessarv'. 

In filing the bill. Representatives 
Sulli\-an and O'Connell declared, '"We 
beUeve the Legislature made a serious 
mistake when it voted to cut salarlet 
of st^ite, county and Boston employes. 

"In the lost few weeks many of the 
coiuitry's most prominent Industrie! 
have increased wages, and yet state 
county and Boston employes are tni* 
fering under the salary slash, althouall 
prices of the necessaries of life at» on 
the increa.se."

The commission charges that the wel-i 
faro department has failed -to reflect' 
changes in the condition of the city" and 
calKs it an organization "whose adminis- 
tration ha.s lost every veBtlge of public 
confidence.

Simon B. H»cht, ehalrman of th» 
unpaid Board of Public Welfaro of 
tho city of Boston, last night denlel 
that ho aaid at a hsar!n» bnfor* Act- 
ing Mayor Joseph McGfiath Wednei- 
day that "after aii, it \a ths tiTpxyer 
who paya the bill." Ho was quoted In 
a Boston newspaper, not the Globe, 
»* making this remark after he had 
asked "Why ahriuld you men b« find- 
ing fault?"

Application of th<? plan ol Charles J. 
Fox, rlly budget commissioner, for com- 
plete reorganization of the public wel- 
fare deparlmeni, ordered a year ago by 
Mayor Ciirley. has been prevented bv 
Simon Hecht. chairman of the board. 
The Herald learned last nleht. 

The P<.x plan would place the deprirt- 
ment under the direction of a single 
full-time and salaried head, as the 
library, City Hospiial and other city In- 
.stitutions are now operated. This pro- 
posal and others made by Fc ' for the 
introduction of modern accounting 
method* and creation of .wven a-ssLManl 
superintenrienl.s to direct the worlc of 
field visllors. are held to be tiie remedy 
for the admiiiLstrative defecl.s of the 
welfare department, under critlcl.sm 
since the depression placed an enormous 
number of rei;ipients on the rolls. 

The reorganization scheme was ap- 
proved unanimou.sly by the 10 over- 
seers of the Ijoard aside from Fox. and 
encountered only the object ions of 
Hecht. whose p<wlilon Is said to be that 
he doe.s not want to become a "rubber 
stamp" for a single director. 

Heclil has explained to the over.seers 
that he feel.s they should retain all 
authority, and not delegate it to a single 
director, despite the merit and wide- 
spread indorsement by many of the 
?cheme of making one poi.son ro.spon.sl- 
ble for the conduct, of the ricpflvlment, 
with the approval of a l>oard ""f direc- 
tors. 

FIN COM CONTIM fc.-, WORK 

The finance commission, continued 
yesterday to delve into suspicious cases 
under the direction of the chaiimnn.

certain welfare vLsllors whosa actions 
are said to have been suspicious for a 
long period. 

Another angle which : ■ also the sub- 
ject of inquiry by tiie commLiSion is 
the running down of the list of per.sons 
of alien 'oirth who are su.spected of 
concealing facts about their financial 
resources behind the screen of inability 
to speai; EnglLsh. 

Caiuicilman Clement A. Norton sup- 
ported this suspicion yesterday in a 
statement as.serting that foreign -.speak- 
ing residents of Hyde Park, drawing 
welfare aid were able not only to pro- 
vide for their ramllles but to ,seiid mon- 
ey to relatives in turopean countries. 

"Thi.s faci can be readily e.stablished." 
said Norton. "The welfare department 
is in a deplorable situation. In Hyde 
Park, where three visitors are supposed 
to keep track of more than 800 recipi- 
lenls. many who are not entitled to aid 
are receiving it while some deserving 
of ir ha\e.been denied. 

■Jii.si as long' as the city of Boston 
penalizes its taxpayers by making it 
more profitable for men to loaf than 
to find jobs for themselves, w^e will be 
confronted by the' disgusthig conditions 
whicli have Ijeen needlessly tolerated. 
Of counse the department should be re- 
organized. There is great need of a 
resuonsible administrative head and an 



equally preulnK need of a modem ays-' 
tern of business management. If yit 
continue to allow these welfare officials, 
respionsible apparently only to them- 
selves, literally to throw away much of 
the SI. 000. 000 which la disbursed month- 
ly, we will continue to approach munici- 
pal bankruptcy. 

"The finance commission has msLslett 
for a long time that the welfare system 
Is wide open to fraud. Did any one 

lever know of a system lending itself to 

' fraud which wa.s not taken advantage 
of? Conditions in welfare have been 
rotten for years. Why not admit the 
facts and not continue to attempt io 

I deceive the taxpayers?" 

An interesting comment on -welfare 
reclpienus. disproving the statements 
which city officials have often i-elt- 
erated. that large numbers of college 
graduate* had been forced lo seek pub- 
lic aid, was l.s.sued yejiterday by the 

, Boston council of social agencies. 

1 An analysis of 364 men. about one- 
half the number app'ylna for aid from 
Nov. is to Dec. 15 last year, revealed 
but four who had attended college and 
only one who had graduated. But 40 
per cent, of the 364 finished grammar 
set >oI cour.scR and 8 per cent, gradu- 
ated from high school. 

The council statement also contra- 
dicted the charge that "white collar" 
workers constituted a large percentage 
of the welfare list. Clerical workers in 
the 364 studied comprised less than 5 
per cent . and the number formerly 
engaged in professional and public serv- 
ice was almcvflt negligible. 

Some slight progress in adoption of 
part of Auditor Pox's plan for welfare 
administration was reported yesterday 
when the civil service commission an- 
nounced that examinations would be 
held July 27 .'or assistant superintendenta 
of vlsltor.s. 

Delay In making appointment* to 
these pasts has been caused by dis- 
agreement among the visitors themselves 
as to the niimbei of years' service which 
should be set as a qualification for ex- 
amination. 

The assistant superintendents when 
appointed will supervise the activities 
of f/eld visitors, enabling them to do 
more first-hand investigation of recipi- 
ents and less clerical work at the de- 
partment headquarters. 

RCi^ponsibility also will be settled cai 
the assistants for the efficiency, hwieaty 
and zeal of the visitors. . 
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Relief Board Reorganization Long Debated; 
Is It Not Now Time to Do Something About It?

If ronie Rip Van Winkle had 
awakened this week after a short snooze 
of one or tv.-o yf 's hp would have had 
cause to rub his eyes and wonder at 
r newspaper headlines on the actlvi- 
tJ s o' the department of public wel- 
fare. This has become an annual affair. 
Year in and year out the public is 
twated to a close in.spection of the 
activitie.'i of the department of public, 
welfare, city and county employes are 
forced to contribute from their meagre i 
salaries, the general taxpayer forced fo 
hani over his swelling contributions, all 
becau.se no sort of concerted public ac- \ 
tion has been able to force a^»reorgani-' 
zation of an agency tliat .should have 
bee., properly brought up to date at 
the i^eKinnrng of the depression. i 

I do not know how It is that the 
taxpayer and public have been forced 
to submit to .such a situation unless it 
Is that there Is a good deal of politics 
in the whole biusiness and those whose 
duty it 1% to coiTect the deficiencies 
have blown off a lot of word.s and havei 
done very little ;n the way of con.struc- 
tive actior 

In the printing of an exclusive story . 
there is alwa.;-.? a tendency on the part ] 
of the opposition newspapers to belittle i 
and deny It. This has always .seemed j 
to me a short-sighted policy. Fa<;ts are 
facts and there is no iLse escaping! 
them. Most newspaper beats are the 
results of some one's ingenuity and 
painstaking efTortJi. But there are still 
other "beats" and "scoops" whicn 
.simply fall Into the laps of reporters 
and editors and are a mere matter of 
luck. An excellent example of the lat- 
ter was the ca.se of a sports writer of 
a paper Cnot Tlie Herald) who wired 
his editor from Miami that a C. F. Ad- 
ams— "not the .Adams of the Bruins" 
was to become .sccretarj- of the navy 
under Hoover. 

SlIC(E.SSOR AS TREASURER 

The next day his paper was able to 
come out with a big headline that , 
Oharles P. Adam.s, treasurer of Harvard, i 
was to bo a member of the cablno*. it 
WPS this same paper, however, that an- 
no meed the appointment of a yob.ig 
State street banker to succeed Mr. 
Adams as troa.suror of Harvard, which 
The Herald, by dint of a (,ood deal of 
hard work and considerable resource, 
was able to deny the next day by the 
con-ect publication of the naming of 
Henry G. Shatturk. It is one thing, 
therefore, to run a paper which is will- 
ing to take all sort.s of liberty with the 
truth and another to conduct It In strict 
accordaacB with the facts. 



I have only cited this sort of news- 
paper sniping that goes on between 
offices — probably to the complete bore- 
dom and confusion of the respective 
readers — to show how silly It is in the 
present instance for tlie opposition to 
blindfold itoClf to the defects in our 
present welfare admini.stration. The 
record alone speaks for itself wholly 
aside from the very substantial facts 
v.hich The Herald has been able to con- 
tribute to the general picture. 

As far back as March 27, 1931 Mayor 
Curley was hurling hot shot into the 
board of public w-elfare and demanding 
that i!, get on to the job. It is inter- 
esting to note that on the next day the 
mayor issued a statement that If there 
had been any wrong doing down on 
Chardon sreet it was the fault of the 
recipients rather than the negligence of 
welfare officials, a curiou.s bath of 
"vhitc\va.5h in vicw^ of what has now 
j;one over the dam. On .■\pril Fools' day 
of the same year the ovenseers i.s.sued a 
statement defending themselves and 
announcing that they had introduced 
a new system whereby all appUcants 
would be made to swear to specific ! 
.-.tatemcnts as to lack of funds and [ 
urgency of relief. This was done .<lo ! 
tliat misrepresentation could permit a i 
charge of perjury. j 

IRGES FIN COM INQIIIRV j 

Toward the end of April, 1931, the] 
mayor urged the finance commission to | 
undertake an investigation of the wcl- | 
lare aepartmenr, ana mis was agreefl 
to on the condition that the city would 
.supply the money for the research. 
During the entire summer the work of 
the welfare department was under fire 
from the city council whose members 
were charging that it was either paylnj 
too much or not enough. On July 3 the 
linance commi-ssion brought in I'l.i re- 
port that the welfare board's "method.' 
were archaic and open to fraud." Re- 
form w?s immediately promiteri. 

Tlic year 1932 opened with the mayor 
asking the Legislature to create a board 
of paid overseers. In this ho was vig- 
orou.sly opposed by repre.senlatlves of 
the various social agencies. 

In July the mayor asked Police Com- 
missioner Hultman to undertake a com- 
plete investigation of every case of 
tho.se on the welfare rolls. The result 
of this work must stni be ircsn hi the 
minds of the ordinary newspaper read- 
er. The police commissioner and the 
board of public welfare overseers soon 
became embroiled in a terrific political 
and personal battle. Tlie mayor, at 
the time, was in the midst of his his- 
toric swing around the country in be- 
half of Roosevelt. (How maaiy months 



is a mayor supposed to allow lor nis 
vacations?) On Mr. Curley's return h« 
joined the fracas and summarily or- 
dered the police commissioner to stop 
the investigation which he himself had 
ordered. 

The noise of this controversy had 
hardly died down, however, before the 
finance commi.'!.sion again started mak- 
ing things hot for the welfare board 
by reporting to the city council on Sept. 
15, 1931 that as long ago as 1931 It had 
staled that "dependent aid had gott«n 
beyond the control of the antiquated 
method of administration. That is the 
keynote of the pre.scnt .situation. The 
department is not organized to control 
it. It has not Installed methods that 
can control it," 

tRGED COMMITTEE 

It was only five days prior to thl* 
second blast from th'> flnanrp rommls- 
sion that The Herald urged the mayor 
to appoint a repre.sentative committee 
of citizens and heads of the various 
welfare agencies to recommend admin- 
istrative changes. This plan never got 
any further because tlie mayor, then in 
the midst of his campaign activities, 
was on the Pacific coast,

Fin Corii to Probe 75 Cases 
Of Suspected Welfare Fraud 

Recipients Taken from 'Payroll' for Week of 

April 1, Whose Names Do Not Appear on 

Police or Voters' Lists

Seventy-five ne-w cases of suspected 
Irregularity In the disbiirsement of pub- 
lic welfare await Investigation tomor- 
row by the fmance commission. 

These comprise recipients, taken from 
the "payroll" of the welfare dcpartmerit 
for the week of April 1, wliofo names 
<!o nut appear in the police listing of 
that date, In the list of registere<l voters 
or In any other record of residents of 
Boston revealing residence at specified 
addresses. 

PRODUCE "PAYCOLI." 

^tMG comparison of the Avirii i "pay- 
roll" with records which provide a fairly 
accurate ILst of all Baston residents on 
that date was made po.s.'^ible by the 
acceding of Secretary Walter V. Mc- 
Carthy of the welfare department to a 
demand by Chairman Rank A. Ciood- 
win of the finance commL'--.slon for the 
production of this particular "payroll." 

I2i contrast with the repeated refu.sal 
of the welfare department to file with 
City Auditor Rupert S. Carven any rec- 
ord of aid dtsbur.i-,ement.«; durins the 
ciuTcnt year, despite an expenditure to 
July 1 of S6. 987. 000. the overseers re- 
sponded immediately to Goodwin's de- 
mand. 

Not only did the welfare department 
produce within 15 minutes the AprU 
1 "payroll" but Chairman Goodwin was 
told that if he desired similar records 
subsequent to that date they would be 
place<l at hts disposal. 

The fact that a telephone call by 
Chairman Goodwin achieved the result 
which City Auditor Carven has not 
been able to obtain In montlis started 
Inquiry yesterday to ascertain how the 
department was' In a position to fur- 
nish tJie finance commission with fairly 
recent records of aid dlsbur.semcnt.s 
when no record has been filed In the 
auditing department this year.

STATE CASES 

In five of the cases, wellare officials 
told Acting Mayor AIcGrath: "Oh, they 
are state cases; the recipients are per- 
sons who can not establish legal resi- 
dence In any municipality. Why woiTy 
about them?" 

Goodwin I? said to hold the attitude 
that the taxpayers of Boston, who pro- 
vide a con.siderable percentage of the 
st.aU: tax, are as mucii Interested in 
cases of this character as tliey are of 
persons with legal abodes In Boston. 

Six^iilation lias ix'cn aroused about 
the reported change in the attitude of 
the overseers of welfare toward .icting 
Mayor Mi-Grath. With the rctt;rn of 
Mayor Ciirley scheduled in 12 days, 
there is a disposition among certain 
welfare officials to ignore McGrath and 
awaic the return of Curley, whose 
recommenriatiiins about changc.<i neces- 
sary for the benefit of the taxpayers 
in welfare administration have not al- 
ways been recognized by the overseers. 

"I'll meet such a situation when it 
arises," said Acting Mayor McGrath 
yesterday. "I cnnnot conceive of any 
appointive mmiicipal official Ignoring 
any elective officer of the city, but there 
is deflnitc responsibility devolving on 
me as acting mayor and I can assure 
the people that if nccc.sslt,y forces re- 
sort to the use of authority, I shall not 
hesitate about doing it." 

McGrath was a.s.sured last Tuesday 
that the agreement made by Chair- 
man Simon E. Hccl'.t relative to the 
adoption of the svstcm of forcing all 
aid recipients to sign their proper names 
and correct addrcves as a ncces.sary 
preliminary to the receipt of money 
would be submitted to the full board o'l 
ovprseers.

which was jiut forthcoming Tue.sdaj 
would be ready this week after a fur- 
ther investigation had been made h 
the department,.

CHANGED ATTITUDE 
COMES AS SURPRISE 



Little Extra Expense Ex- 
pected — Satisfactory 
Check-up Possible

Ovor.scei's of the public welfare yes- 
terday capitulated to the demand of 
AcliiiK Mayor Joseph M Grath and 
unanimously ordered the adoption of a 
system which Imposes on all recipients 
of public aid the obligation of revealing 
identity and correct address as the es- 
sential requisite to receipt of pviblic 
funds. 

Opposition to the McGrath proposal, 
held to be the most constructive and 
most important step taken by the over- 
seers in tAvo years to end 'he archaic 
and chaotic system of administration, 
collapsed. 

CHANGED ATTITIJDE 
Overseers were descrilxd as fairly 
tumbling over one another In thcti- de- 
termination to be offlcially recorded as 
enthusiastic supporters of the McGrath 
plan and the remarkable change in the 
attitude of some of the 12 members was 
last night a matter of comment by 
colleagues. 

In order to make certain of the In- 
auguration of the new iwlicy as speedily 
a.s possible, Acting Mayor McGrath 'Will 
confer with City Auditor Carven today 
concerning financial phases of the 
proposition and will disc\iss with of- 
ficial'; of the welfare department the 
question of how many, if any, ad- 
ditional employe.-, will be nece.isary. 
McGrath declared: 

I am keenly gratified at the ac- 
tion of the overseers. I did not 
anticipate that they would refuse 
ti accept a proposal which to my 
mind assures the taking of the first 
step towards the Inauguration of 
the most thorough system of check- 
ing welfare recipients which can 
be devised. 

AGREES TO PLAN 
I understand that the overseers, 
or noise of them, believe tk«t If 
reclpltut* «n» foroMl t<» alim their 



dr««ieii ono«i a monta, a sacunne- 
tory checkup will be possible. I am 
Inclined to agree to this plan. Surely 
It will not demand very many ad- 
ditional employes to have this 
check made monthly. I deslr?, to 
have the system Inaugurated just 
as quickly as the necessary arrange- 
ments can be made. I am willing 
to co-operate with the overseers. 
They have given proof of their de- 
sire to protect to the limit the 
interests of the tRxnayers. if this 
new plan will weed out the "hide 
and seek" recipients and le-ssen the 
burden on the taxpayers it will be 
a worth while benefit. At any rate 
the burden of proving identifica- 
tion and residence will be placed 
where It properly belong.s — on the 
recipient. Hereafter if any recip- 
ient cannot be foiurd at the address 
given the welfare department. It 
will be ai! easy matt<>r to immedi- 
ately erase the name from the rolls 
and be of real service to the tax- 
payers. 

That the meeting of the overseers 
was characterized bv harmonv wh h 
'■as seldom been conspicuous ', such 
eatherings surprised the proponents of 
the McGrath plan, who had anticipated 
that Simon K. Hecht, chairman, wotitd 
interp(X'<e vigorous objection to its ad( '- 
tion. The change in the attitude of 
nbjrctor.s was revealed at n-xm when 
Acting Ma,vor McGrath was assured 
that with public sentiment aroused to 
a greater degree than at any time, the 
Dvcnseers realized that they must as- 
sume definite responsibility and take 
specific action to prove that the Inter- 

eits of the la.spayerj are paramount to 
.'iiy other consideration. 

Discussion of the McGrath plan 
i;\oked the suggestion that clerk;; or 
payma.sters could be delegated to write 
the names and addi-e.sses given by re- 
cipients. 

William H, Taylor, secretary of the 
board, vigoroiLsly opixx'cd this idea. He 
l-ivaiscd the McGrath .■suggestion as "the 
mast logical and practical Idea" which 
c'lulri be propttscd and a.sscried that he 
Old not intend to nullify its purpose 
i'.nri it,^ putentiai iK-ncfit.s by pei'mittuig 
any emi>loye of the department to re- 
lieve recipients of the obligation of sign- 
ing their names and addresses, 

"If we permit this schem.e," said Tay- 
lor, "we will be right back where wc 
are now. K<?clpients, challenged to 
prove that they resided at the addresses 
listed can clain. that they did not give 
;-iich addresses." 

Taylor's objection stifled the Idea of 
having employes list names and ad- 
dresses. Discussion of the need of addl- 
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t..-»n»i payxnmB^jem m ofcier lo tiaiMUe 
lines of applicants without compelltog 
them to wait hours to receive aid de- ' 
\eloped the .suggestion that if the de- 
partment shriuld force recipients to 
write their names and addi'esses month- 
ly, tiif: puipo.sc intended would ba 
achieved . 

INVESTIGATION EASY 

Mr.s. Agnt.s H, Parker indorsed this 
pi.in and pointed out tliat by quick in- 
vestigation of cards picked at random, 
a fairly accurate average would be 
reached of the number of persons glv- 
uig incorrect names and addresses. 

Tlie monthly idea will not necessi- 
tate the addition of any considerable 
number of penn.inent employes, and 
overseers felt that by assignment of 
clerks as temporary paymasters, the 
additional cost cuuld be kept to a very 
small liRure. 

The board delayed inauguration of 
tl. p'an pending aKreement with Aot- 
ng Mayor McGrath on the matter of 
weekly or monlhiy recording of iiamej! 
and addresses. 

"That will not be diflicult," said Mc- 
Giatii. "My sole objective up to the 
present time ha ' sen to place on the 
recipient the b ien which belongs to 
him — to make known his identity and 
ills address. I do not believe that any 
great additional exi>cn.sc \ull be neoes- 
.■ar?.-. but if the cast for the remainder 
.'f the year should be a few^ thousands 
ot dollars it, will he real ecoiiomy to 
spend that sum when it looks as If 
welfare costs for that period will be 
SS.nOO.POO." 

While the overseers were acceding to 
MtGrath's request the finance commis- 
.sion nvestlgators were making the most 
'horouRJi prooe o( 39 specific cases of 
suspected fraudulent recipients once In- 
vestigated by constables of the law de- 
partmeni. Commission investigators 
were devoting a great deal of time to 
each ca.se. In addition to the facts to 
which suspicion has been attached 'he 
oommlvsion has the explanation In 
about 20 of I he cases made by olBclals 
of the welfare department to Acting 
Mayor McGrath. 

It is e.xpected Uiat several days -will 
elap.se beforp the commLvsion issues a 
report which is expe<:ted to be thf 
heaviest blast ever directed at the wel- 
fare department.

But he does not need Charlie to advise 
him. There is no shrewder politician in Boston than Malcolm 
Nichols and yet he is a quiet, unassuming person with none of the 
traits which the young generation think necessary in politics. He 
may outwit the Democrats again. 

POLITICS FORMERLY A CAREER 

Politics was formerly a sort of career in Boston. A young 
man started with the common council or the school committee 
I and gradually progressed upward. He first won the support and 
confidence of his neighbors and then hs gradually added to his 
constituency. For him to grab at one of the higher rounds of the 
ladder before testing out his hold on the lower rounds would have 
been folly. 

Today, due to the direct primary and the lack of « real 

I organization in either party, the safest scheme is to aim as high 

as possible, trusting that bull luck in the shape of a multitude of 

candidates and the resultant confusion of the electorate may win 

for you. 

There are persons running for high office on State tickets 
who couldn't even carry their own precincts for the office of 
dog catcher. Their hopeless incapacity is well known to their 
neighbors. Yet, they may receive thousands of votes from persons 
wno uo not knew them. 

The reason why there are invariably so many candidates for 
the .school committee is Ihat young fellows who couldn't be chosen 
to the ward committees of their own wards feel safe in entering 
a city-wide contest where most of the voters never heard of them. 
They are banking on getting votes by pure chance. Some of them, 
usually young lawyers, are in the fight just for the advertising. 
But these young fellows who haven't a chance to win are simply 
demoralizing their parties by nonsensical candidacies. 
I The whole technique of political fighting is changing. The 

scheme now is not to spend time in getting out affirmative votes 
for a candidate, but to rig the ballot with candidates to take votes 
away from his opponent. Hardly any candidate now is a majority 
choice at the primaries where the briHot is well filled. 

WHERE YOUNG POLITICIANS FAIL 

However, the young politicians shouldn't be criticised too 
severely. They are, like most people, seeking short cuts to fame 
and fortune. They do not care for the hard work of politics 
unless there is something in it for them. Too many of them are 
of the Jimmie Walker brand instead of the Alfred E. Smith type, i 
There isn't one of them would dare to take an unpopular 
side, even temporarily, as Mr. Smith has done, many times. That 
IS one secret of his success. It shows his sturdy character. ] 
Mayor Curlcy set the example here in Boston of lone | 
fighters, men who depend on the power of personality and ora- 
tory coupled with an uncanny sense of publicity. These young 
fellows think they can do what Mayor Curley has done and that 
IS the only style of campaigning they know. But it will be a long 
time before the Curley success can be duplicated here. 

The administration in Washington is getting ready to give i 
out perhaps a hundred or more executive and semi-executive I 
jobs heie. In most cities the Democratic organization will have 
a good deal to say about these jobs if they can produce the right • 
[ r.ort of candidates. But we may be sure that few or none of the 
active young politicians in Poston will figure in the i'inai lists. 

But, in Boston, if our Senators and Congressmen pick out 
the men for the plums they will select personal friends— not 
party workers. None of the office holders is connected with any 
real political organization, ihey have only little personal groups 
surrounaing them. Each office holder is interested only in aet- 
ting two or three jobs for himself.

Figures of the United Stales Censu 
iurcau sliow liiat per capita expend! 
-ures for municipal government in BcS' 
,011 were larger in 1931 than in any othei 
jf a group of thirleen cities. Tiie ex- 
penditures are tir^ie for operation anc 
iiaintenance costs of general city dcpart- 
ment,s. Expenditures for public servici 
enterprises, interest and capital outlp.yt 
ave not included. The Boston Municipal 
Reseai-ch Bureau In a bulletin in which 
tlie figures are quoted malces tlie state- 
ment that had all expenditures been in- 
cluded Boston would still have been in 
first place among the cities. 

Per capita expenditures for Uie j)ur- 
poses named are given as $77.32 in 
Boston, $()5.4k in New Yorii, and then in 
descending scale until Baltimore is 
reached at tlie bottom of the list with 
expenditures of $40.66. Certain questions 
present themselves as the list is exam- 
ined. Boston is the center of a greater 
city. Were there a Greater Boston cre- 
ated by law, Boston as it now exists 
might be one of a num.ber of boroughs. 
How do expenditures per capita in Bos- 
ton compare with expenditures per 
capita in Manhattan, a borough of the 
Greater New York? Wliat is the ex- 
planation of the fact that per capita 
expenditures in Boston are nearly twice 
those in Baltimore? There is the fur- 
ther .striliing contrast: in the Chicago 
expenditures of $43 and the Boston ex- 
penditures of $77. These differences 
would .seem to \)i\ too great to be ac- 
counted for by extravagance in Bo.ston. 
They apparently strilio deeper than that. 

Perhaps the reasons arc much as 
Mayor Cm-ley has given them in liis 
reply to the bureau's statement. The 
fact that this city pi-ovldes for new 
school buildings by dir«ct taxation in- 
stead of loans, tliat it has met the un- 
employment relief situation in the same 
way and is, as we have already polnt<-fl 
out, cp'lf'd iiiinn to render a certain 
sei-'vico to hundreds ol thousands of com- 
muters, must be a contributing factor in 
the high tsix rat r. Then, again, spealiing 
in general tc;rms, tlie cost of living in 
post^n has always been comparatively 
high. When we had the money, most 
of us believed it was worth it. Whirh 
is not, of course, to say that we should 
not take every step to have it lowered or 
that we condone municipal extravagance. 
The present le.s.son is plain. Every 
possible means for saving should be en:,- 
ployed. In particular, an effective 
damper .should be put on public works 
not vitally essential to the city's welfare 
This Is no time for the realization ol 
pleasant bat unse.bstantial dreams.

There is less graft and corruption 
in Boston than many other large 
cities because of a fairly alert citi- 
zenry. But a prolific source of prof- 
it to the few, and coming out of 
the pockets of all the taxpayers, is 
the process involved in land takings 
for tunnels, schoolhouses and other 
similar projects. 

Made Net Profit of $182,000 

For instance it is staled by the 
Finance Commission that a profit of i 
close to $600,000 was made by specula- 
tors In the taking over or 16 parcels 
for the widening of North and Cross 
streets. According to the report one 
parcel was a.ssessed for fSiO.OOO. It was 
purchased under option and with a rela- 
tively small binder for JoOO,000. The 
award of the city was $682,000 or 10 per 
cent over the as^eesed valuation on Ihe 
whole transaction. This left a net profit 
of $1S1',000. 

Anotlier parcel assessed for $2S3,fl<X), 
was bought fur JlbO.OOd.

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IT DOES NOT LOOK GOOD 

The latest bulletin of the Baston Municipal 
Research Bureau contains further evidence of 
a disturbing kind in relation to our lack of pru- 
dence in the conduct of municipal affairs 

Of the thirteen American cities with 'a popu- 
lation in excess of 500,000, Boston .shews up as 
the most wa.steful. Our per capita expenditure 
is $12 higher than that of Tanimanyized New 
York, which is .second on the list. We spend 
about $37 annually per capita more than Balti- 
more, which has the rank of honor at the foot 
of the tabulation. 

In adjusted tax rates, too, Boston holds a 
place not to be envied. Ours was n?xt to the 
hiRlipst in 1928. We improved in 1929. four 
oilier rates topping our,s. but in the la.st three 
.vears our adjusted tax rate has been higher 
Ihan that of the cities at which we point in 
scorn. New York and Cliicigo, and higher than. 
that of any other uf ihc large cilis.'-,. 

The defence will be made that the.se figures 
do not tell the whole story. That is correct. 
Statistics .seldom do. Conditions varv between 
cities. The relations (o the slate and the county 
may be different. In some instances, erjpenses 
ar" impo-scd by the state and there is no control 
of certaifi departments. Boston, for example, 
has little to say about the sums spent by the 
pchce and school departments. Area, char- 
aclr-.- of indu.stries, surrounding territory, purely 
local conditions and various phas.->s of debt re- 
quirement.s make an exact statistiral compari- 
son lmpo,s,sible. 

But even when we make the proper allow- 
ance.-), a great deal is left which is not to om- 
credit. The.'=e two broad groui)s of figures pre- 
pared impartially and net designed for political 
use, give Boston such a bad ranking that ob- 
vioiLsIy we are not doing the job which is pos- 
sible m an enlightened communitv. Our munic- 
ipal ofriciais will probably oooh-pooh the com- 
parison and try to prove tliat they are entirely 
misleading. But do you think that, if the fig- 
ures sh.owrd Boston with a lower per capita' 
exi:cnditure and a lower adjusted tax rate than 
any other city, those .<.:ame officials would fail to 
cite them as conclusive evidence of the splendid 
economical government of Boston? 

There are signs now that we are about to 
B" on a financial bender which will leave a 
bad after-! aste and cau.se a headache for many 
.^Pars. Of the various projects now .sugresled 
many will involve heavy can-ying charges .such 
as the Huntington avenue subway extent^on a 
City Hospital building and street undertakings 
Apparently the city, state and nation are com- 
mitted for some time to the jxilicy of spending 
for the sake of spending, and for the purpose 
of reducing unemployment. Rut there are ad- 
visable and inadvi.sable means of disbursing the 
Inige sums. " 

We should avoid a lengthening of the lis^ 
of city employes and a fattening of the city 
pay roll.s. We ought to keep n, mind the fact 
hat we have a heavy Elevated deficit, and that 
there is aljsolulely no reason to believe that we 
shall ever have again the volume of tradic 
which seemed possible as recently as when we' 
built the Cambridge tunnel. We should keep 
our eye constantly on the meeting of obliga- 
tions, the .safeguarding of the credit of the city

Mayor Curley. summing up ye?- 
terday his observations on hin trip 
to Italy and other Kuropean coiiii- 
trics, described a striking likeness 
between Pope Pius XI and Mus- 
solini — their immense capacity for 
work and their deep, informed in- 
terest in what is going on in the 
world. 

The mayor discussed three big 
figures of Europe, the Pope. Mus- 
solini and Hitler. 

The mayor related ronstructivo 
labors being conducted by the Vati- 
can and the Italian and German 
governments, which are helping to 
restore their part of the world to 
prosperity. The Pope he found to 
be so interested in affairs that he 
is minutely informed of up-to-the- 
minute oventj? in Boston. He was 
lost in wonder and admiration of 
the immense capacity of His Holi- 
ness. Though advanced in years, 
he i.s so serene and takes such an 
aleit. and active interest in his 
work that one cannot guess the 
state of his health. 

Mussolini is doing even more 
than the mayor noted two years 
ago — if that !« finH.-iible. He is per- 
sonally toiling late into the eve- 
nings and can present in return for 
his labor an Italy constantly Im- 
proving in condition.
